Moore & English set for runoff 


Record turnout casts votes in Elba municipal election 


The voters in the City of Elba 
turned out in record number on 
Tuesday, August 23 for the munici- 
pal elections and after the votes 
were counted it was evident that the 
voters will have to return to the 
polls on Sept.13 to settle a total of 
four runoffs. 

In the mayor's race, county co- 
ronor Fred Moore carried three of 
five districts to finish atop the five 
man field with a total of 508 votes. 
Incumbent Bob English carried 
only one district, but managed to 
place second with 433 votes and 
will advance to oppose Moore in a 
runoff. Councilman Jack Prescott 
finished third with 342 votes, while 
businessman Jeff Bimbo placed 
fourth with 265 votes and former 
mayor Bob Folsom finished fifth 
with 19 votes, 

In District 1, incumbent Gla- 
dys Yelverton tallied 133 votes to 
win without ayunoff. Jerry McMil- 
lan placed second in the race for the 
council with 71 votes, while L.M. 
Burch received 60 votes. 


In District 2, incumbent John 
W. Sharpless was the top vote gét- 
ter with 137 votes; however, he 
was forced into a runoff with former 
councilman L.F. ‘Sonny’ Inman, 
who followed closely with 101 
votes. Political newcomer Tim 
Morrow received 72 votes. 

In District 3, Eddie Vaughan 
was the top vote getter with 150 
votes, but was forced into a runoff 
with Earl McCollough, who placed 
second with 95 votes. Receiving 85 
votes was Larry Bradshaw. 

In District 4, which had only 


two candidates, Bill Brunson was 
elected to the council as he received 
186 votes to outdistance Ben Car- 
penter, who received 96 votes. 

In District 5, the voters turned 
out in mass to cast votes for four 
candidates and when the votes were 
counted it was Randy Bedsole and 
Fred Qualls headed for a runoff. 
Bedsole was the top vote getter 
with 114 votes, while Qualls fol- 
lowed closely behind with 95 votes. 
Others receiving votes were Ronny 
Jinright 86 and Barbara Parker 66.

Runoffs set at New Brockton 


The voters in New Brockton 
went to the polls on Tuesday, Au- 
gust 23, but still had some work to 
do after the votes were counted as 
runoff elections were set in the race 
for mayor and a seat on the council 
in District 2. 

In the mayor's race, Robert 
Miles was the top vote getter with 
167 votes and will face incumbent 
James Driskell in the runoff, who 
placed second in the five man field 
with 151 votes. Others receiving 
votes were Bernarr Bowden 44, Do- 
vell Jones 19 and Henry F, Card- 
well 7. 

In District 1, Charles Cole 
was unopposed, while in District 
2 there will be a runoff between 


Ralph Medley, who received 40 
votes and Kathryn Holley, who re- 
ceived 34 votes.

33-30. 

In District 5, Laymon Tindol 
outdistanced two opponents to win 
a seat on the council without a run- 
off. Tindol received 42 votes, while 
Don Russell received 26 and Doug- 
las Maddox received 9.

Weed elected mayor in Brantley 


The municipal elections in Bran- 
tley created a great deal of interest 
this year and the voters turned out 
in big numbers to select their repre- 
sentatives for the next four years. 

In the mayor's race, Taylor 
Weed tallied 292 votes to defeat 
Jackie Morgan, who received 144. 

Two councilmen were elected in 
District 1 from the four candi- 
dates seeking office. Elected were 
Arthur Pitts with 91 votes and Le- 


roy Bogen with 71, while others re- 
ceiving votes were Earl Henderson 
40 and Joey King 39. 

Three of the four candidates were 
elected in District 2 and all four 
candidates drew outstanding sup- 
port. Elected were Comer Carpenter 
with 226 votes, Jim Brook with 
217 and Fran Tisdale with 206, 
while receiving 175 votes was Julia 
Prescott.

carrying a life sentence. 

Coffee County Circuit Judge 
Terry Butts accepted Horstead's 
guilty plea and sentenced him to 
life in prison, as recommended by 
Folmar. 

Horstead was charged in connec- 
tion with the death of seven-year- 
old Antonio Jermaine Brundidge, 
whose body was found in a vacant 
lot in Enterprise on March 13. 

Brundidge had been missing 
since the evening of March 12, 
when he was last seen with Hor- 
stead. Horstead was arrested the fol- 
lowing day and charged with capital 
murder and interfering with the cus- 
tody of the child. The custody 
charge and a later charge of sexual 
abuse were both dropped. 

Last week's hearing, which was 
scheduled for Thursday, August 18, 
was to have been the fifth for Hor- 
stead, age 32, a resident of the Shi- 
loh Community, located between 
Elba and New Brockton. 

It was reported that one hour 
prior to the start of the planned 
hearing, Folmar notified Judge 
Butts that after a complete evalua- 
tion by the state concerning the 
facts of the trial and the forensic 
testimony, it had been agreed upon 
that a plea of guilty would be ac- 
cepted if the charge would be les- 
sened to murder. 

"We could have gone through 
with a full-fledged court case on 
this and based on our experience the 
outcome would have been the 
same," stated Folmar, "so, we're 
just saving the taxpayers time and 
money.” 

Horstead will be transferred to a 
state prison for his life sentence and 
will be eligible for parole in 15 
years. 


helpful in his department for the 
commission to change the deadline 
for the policy change from October 
1, 1988 until March 1, 1989. 

Pool explained that the county's 
"dry months" were ahead and if the 
employees with extra "comp time" 
took time off in coming weeks the 
county would not be able to get 
work done prior to the rainy sea- 
son. 

The commissioners understood 
Pool's problem and agreed that it 
would change the deadline for all 
county employees and that in the 
future the Feb.1 date would be the 
date when any employee with over 
40 hours of comp time would lose 
the added hours. 

Comm. Jimmy Bryan com- 
plained that the coupty wasn't treat- 
ing everyone the same and asked his 
fellow commissioners to "treat eve- 
ryone equally!” 

"It's not fair to make some em- 
ployees use their comp time be- 
cause of an upcoming deadline and 
then change the deadline for the 
sake of others,” said Bryan. "It's 
also not fair to let some employees 
be paid for overtime when others 
can't collect overtime pay and are 
forced to use comp time!” 

Comm. Bryan complained that 
one county employee had received 
over $1,000 in recent months for 
overtime work and that others had 
been told overtime pay was not al- 
lowed, forcing the employees to 
take time off in place of the extra 
pay. 

Bryan also objected to the fact 
that the overtime pay had been ap- 
proved by four cornmissioners, who 
were called on the telephone, and 
not approved or even discussed at a 
regular meeting of the commission, 

The commissioners discussed the 
objections made by Bryan, but took 
no definite action. 

Monday's meeting began at 9:00 
a.m. and the first order of business 
was to open bids on numerous 
items. 

The first item to be discussed 
was a computer system for all 
county offices, for which bids were 
actually opened at the previous 


meeting. 

Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns reported that although a bid 
of $109,976 was not the low bid, it 
included many added hours of train- 
ing and if the cost of the training 
was added to the low bid, it would 
be high by almost $10,000. 

Burns also stated that the low 
bid couldn't meet all specifications 
and reported that from a total cost 
of approximately $180,000 to piace 
the computers in all offices, the 
county's share would be $132,000. 

The commission was originally 
confused about the difference in the 
$109,976 bid and the later price 
quoted by Burns; however, it later 
agreed that the total package was 
needed and voted to purchase the en- 
lire system, including an annual 
maintenance fee of approximately 
$13,000. 

The commission stated it was 
now paying over $32,000 per year 
for computer services and reported 
that by purchasing the computers, 
that expense could be used to pay 
for the computers. 

Only two of ten potential bidders 
offered prices on a grapple loader to 
be used by the highway department, 
with the low bidder being Ingram 
Equipment, of Birmingham, with a 
bid of $18,430. The commission 
accepted the bid over the other bid 
of $20,037 from Truck Equipment 
Company. 

Fuel for county vehicles was 
purchased from the low bidder, 
Heath Oil Company, who entered a 
bid of $4,833.90. Other bids were 
from Grimes Oil” ($5,068) and 
Home Oil ($6,255.50), 

Comm. Eugene Bradley brought 
up the age old problem of employ- 
ees being allowed to take their 
county vehicles home after working 
hours and told the commission that 
he would like to see all vehicles 
parked at the conclusion of the day, 
including vehicles in the Sheriff's 
Department. 

Bradley stated that the county 
was wasting money allowing the 
employees to drive the vehicles 
back and forth from their home to 
work and said the county would re- 


alize huge savings if the vehicles 
were parked, 

The commission had a mixed re- 
action to the idea, but agreed to 
study the proposal and take action 
at its next meeting. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 
***votcd to send out invitations to 
bid on the installation of sewer 
lines to the site of the proposed 
new county health office, in Enter- 
prise, with Comm. Robert Stc- 
phens voting no; 

***hoard an architect make a pres- 
entation concerning the design and 
construction of the new health of- 
fice; 

***heard a representative of the 
South Central Mental Health Board 
request an increase in funding from 
$6,500 to $15,000 annually; 
***discussed a problem of working 
on a road that wasn't opened with 
permission of the landowners; 
***was informed by the county en- 
gineer that five federal projects had 
been completed and five bridges 
would be set for construction by 
December; 

***was informed that in the past 
year the engineering department had 
constructed five bridges on county 
roads and resurfaced many miles of 
roadway; 

***agreed to allow mechanics at the 
county shop to do repairs on county 
vehicles; 

***approved a request to purchase a 
"hot pot" for the highway depart- 
ment; 

***agreed to send oul invitations to 
bid on fuel and signs; 
***authorized the commission 
chairman to sign the county's recent 
audit report; 

***was informed of ‘Open House’ 
at the new pound operated by the 
Humane Society on the Daleville 
Highway, near Enterprise; 

***heard Comm. Robert Stephens 
suggest that the county purchase 
land adjacent to the county jail now 
being used by jail employees; 
***and, appointed Dewrell Gali- 
more to a term on the South Cren- 
shaw Water Authority.

TURNIPS 


_ With just a hint of fall in the 
air, it is time to plant your turnips. 
Plant them in your flower bed, the 
corner of your lot, or anywhere you 
have good, open sunshine. I would 
Suggest planting them where you 
can water easily and gather. 

If you will plant them at this 
time of the year, they will have a 
chance to make roots before cold 
weather. Put about 10 pounds of 
complete fertilizer per 100 feet of 
row as you prepare your land. Seed 
this 100 feet Shion with about 1/4 
ounce of seed. Recommended varie- 
ties are Shogoin, Purple Top and 
White Globe. 


FALL WEBWORMS IN 
PECANS 

Are you being plaqued by web- 
worms? Of course, there are many 
fruit and shade trees that can be at- 
tacked by these pests. 

Webworms feed in lage groups 
and produce large, dirty-white webs. 


They hatch from greenish-white 
eggs laid on the undersides of leaves 
by a moth. 

When full-grown, these worms 
are about one inch long with long 
white and black hairs. They usually 
feed for four to six weeks, then the 
caterpillars crawl to the ground to 
spin a cocoon for winter. They 
make their cocoons under debris and 
rubbish or in the crevices of bark 
and fence posis. 

To control, remove and destroy 
branches with webs. Pick and de- 
stroy leaves that have egg masses. 
Spray with Diazinon or Sevin. 
REJUVENATE ANNUAL 
FLOWERS 

Just as you sometimes need a 
lift to keep you going, so do the 
annual flowers in your landscape. 

You can rejuvenate flowering an- 
nuals such as petunias, geraniums 
and periwinkles by cutting them 
back and fertilizing. 

Two cups of 8-8-8 fertilizer per 
100 square feet can encourage new 
growth and flowering unt frost. 


FALL IRISH POTATOES 

If your spimg potato crop was 
not any better than mine, a fall crop 
is necessary. Seed potatoes for fall 
planting are almost impossible to 
find; you can use your spring pota- 
toes if you treat them. 

I would suggest using the small 
ones about the size of a big marble 
and plant the whole potato. 

To treat these potatoes so they 
will sprout, put one teaspoon of 
gibberellic acid in seven pints of 
water. Soak your potatoes in this 
solution for five minutes and plant 
immediately. This solution will 
help break dormancy on the buds so 
they will go ahead and sprout and 
come up.

BIBLE QUESTIONS 


Should Christians observe 
the Sabbath or the Lord's 
Day? Is Sunday the 
Sabbath?

The scriptures teach that Christians are to meet on the first day of the 
week, or Sunday, to worship God, Christians are not commanded to meet on 
Saturday, the Sabbath, or seventh day of the week. The Sabbath day was 
given to the Israelites by God, as one of the ten commandments, and was 
given to them to remind them of their Egyptian bondage. This covenant that 
God made at Mount Sinai was with the Jews alone. Speaking of the coven- 
ant, Moses said, “The Lord made not this covenant with our fathers, but 
with us, even us, who are all of us here alive this day” (Deut. 5:3). The 
Jews were to “remember” the Sabbath day to “keep it holy” (Ex, 20:8). 
There were many rules and regulations associated with the Sabbath day, such 
as animal sacrifices, which no men “keep” today. But God intended for the 
old covenant to give way to the new covenant for Christians. “In that he 
saith, A new covenant, he hath made the first old, Now that which decayeth 
and waxcth old is ready to vanish away" (Heb. 8:13). Paul tells us, further, 
that in his sacrifice for us, Christ was “blotting out the handwriting of ordi- 
nances that waS against us, which was contrary to us, and took it out of the 
way, nailing it to his cross” (Col. 2:14). 

Jesus Christ arose from the dead on the first day of the week (Luke 24:1- 
8), the Lord's church was established on Pentecost, a Sunday, and Christians 
have since then met on the first day of the weck to worship God, The New 
Testament example is one of Christians meeting on Sunday to worship, The 
first day of the week observance of the Lord's Supper was considered so im- 
portant that the apostle Paul “tarried seven days” in Troas that he might 
worship with the Christians on the "first day of the week" (Acts 20:7). The 
scriptures give no indication that Paul or the other Christians at Troas kept 
the Sabbath day that passed while they were wate for the first day of the 
week to come. Paul told the brethren at Corinth, "Upon the first day of the 
week let every one of you lay by him in store, as God hath prospered him" 
(1 Cor. 16:2). The early Christians "continued steadfastly in the apostles’ 
doctrine and fellowship, and in breaking of bread, and in prayers” (Acts 
2:42). The apostles’ doctrine included meeting on the first day of the week to 
break bread, or have the Lord's Supper. There is no command in the New 
Testament for the church to keep the Sabbath day, nor is there any example 
of Christians keeping the Sabbath. It is true that Jesus kept the Sabbath 
day, as well as the Passover, and other Jewish religious laws, but Jesus 
lived under the old covenant, keeping the old law perfectly. The new coven- 
ant, by which we live, did not come into effect until his death.

Appreciation 


When was the last time you said 
to your child, "I appreciate you". 
We use the word appreciation often 
in our association with other peo- 
ple. Sometimes though, we fail to 
tell those nearest and dearest to us 
how much they mean to us, 

My mother told me first thing 
this morning that she “appreciates 
me so much", It certainly started 
my day off exactly right. Perhaps if 
you do not tell your child this often 
because there is, in your mind, not 
sufficient reason, maybe you have 
not done your job properly. After 
all, people are children too! They 
have feelings just the same as you 
do and they need to know that you 
value them. A positive word of 
praise gets better and more positive 
results than does constant crili- 
cisms, 

Parents often fall into the rut of 
negative phrases to their children, 
In these instances, the child obvi- 
ously will react negatively, The 
rules of grammar tell us that two 
negatives make a positive, An ex- 
ample is the advertisement which 
says "Nobody doesn't like Sarah 
Lee Cake". While this is true in 
grammar, it is not true in personal 
relationships. All that we remember 
is the negative. 

So many times, it is not what 
we say, but how we say it. Often, 
it is also what we fail to say, It 
never does harm to offer a word of 
sincere praise which is true. Do not 
assume that your child knows you 
are pleased with something they 
have done, tell them! Naturally, 
parents are not always pleased with 
their children. You might have 
more occasions to be pleased if you 
offes recognition for those occa- 
sions when you are pleased.

The Elba Tigers are certain to be 
among the state's clite again this 
season, but veteran coach Mack 
Wood faces a new season still seek- 
ing answers to some nagging ques- 
tions, foremost-of which is who 
will replace such outstanding ath- 
letes as Jason Johnson, Troy Sand- 
ers, Joe McCollough, Robert Wil- 
son and Troy Kelley. 

Coach Wood appears to have 
found some of the answers, espe- 
cially at quarterback, where junior 
Kevin Matthews will take over the 
reins and is expected to direct an 
explosive Tiger attack! Matthews 
saw only limited action a year ago, 
but the talented signal caller pos- 
sesses all the tools to take charge of 
the Elba offense and should com- 
bine the ability to both run and 
pass to get the most out of his po 
sition. 

Coach Wood only grins when

Junior tailback Reggie Horstead 
will step in to handle the bulk of 
the running and Horstead, the broth- 
er of former Alabama runner Don 
Horstead and Troy State career rush- 
ing king Ted Horstead, appears to 
have the talent to move into the 
record books beside the names of 
his big brothers.

Backing up Horstead will be 
speedster Keith Henderson, a multi 
talented athlete who will see play 
ing time at a varicty of positions.

At guard, the Tigers appear to be 
strong as starters Stevie Sauls and 
Chris Grantham both return to so- 
lidify the middle.

Larry Dixon is far from the big- 
gest linebacker in the state; howev- 
er, the returnee packs a lot of punch 
from his 5'7" frame and is being 
counted on to anchor the defensive 
unit. Others being expected to help 
handle the linebacking job are Au- 
die Fudge and Brian Free, both of 
whom could start for any team 
around!

Director reports county Human 
Resource office in Elba needs 
two additional staff members 


The Coffee County Department 
of Human Resources has released 
its monthly bulletin and in the re- 
port, county director Ronald Smith 
stated that the county needs two ad- 
ditional employees above the num- 
ber allotted by the state. 

"The state office has allocated 
Coffee County a total of 32 work- 
ers in the Department of Human 
Resources," reported Smith, "but I 
think we need a minimum of 34 
workers and | have written a letter 
to Commissioner Andrew Hornsby 
informing him of our needs. Com- 
missioner Hornsby has been very 
helpful to us and we appreciate his 
position since he has to allocate 
Staff in keeping with the funds 
available to him, but I am hopeful 
that he will allow us to at least get 
a food stamp certification worker as 
soon as possible. 

Smith also reported that a new 
member is now on the county board 
as Mike Thompson, of Enterprise, 
replaced Mack Williams, who re- 
signed recently. 

Children's Services super- 
visor Cathie Hansen reported 
that in the month of June her office 
investigated a total of 33 cases of 
child abuse, with the cases includ- 
ing 12 reports of physical abuse, 5 
of sexual abuse and 16 cases of ne- 
glect. 

Open cases during the month in- 
cluded adoptions - 18, foster care - 
54, day care homes - 32, foster 
homes approved - 19, foster homes 
inquiries - 12 and child protective 
services - 98. 

"Since June 10 we have been 
overwhelmed with child abuse/ 
neglect emergencies," reported Han- 
sen. "Many children have required 
foster care placement and between 
June 10 and June 30 we received 
and investigated a total of 33 child 
abuse reports. Five social workers 
carried this huge burden of investi- 
gations, court hearings, paperwork 
and after hours work. These workers 
are to be commended for their excel- 
lent work toward protecting all of 
these children," 

Community Resources and 
Adult Services supervisor 
Glenda Frazier reported that the 

parenting skills classes were discon- 
tinued in June because of the in- 
creasing work load. I assumed re- 
sponsibility for adult and some 
children's services during recent 
weeks and a great need we have in 
Coffee County is for guardians and 


conservators for the elderly and dis- 
abled. The task of locating persons 
willing to do this will be difficult 
and it requires a special kind of per- 
son - one who is willing to give a 
lot of time with very little pay." 

"There is also a need in this 
county for persons willing to give 
time to just visit on a friendly basis 
or telephone an elderly or disabled 
person to check on them," added 
Frazier, "We still have persons in 
Coffee County who are all but iso- 
lated from the community. We are 
in the process of developing more 
community resources for children 
and adults, but we need more volun- 
teers, day care, domiciliary care and 
quality nursing home care for our 
elderly and we need it now." 

Food Stamp supervisor 
Debbie Jones reported that in 
June food stamps were issued to a 
total of 1,153 households, with to- 
tal numbers in the households be- 
ing 2,864. The value of the stamps 
issued amounted to a total of 
$117,153. 

"In June we processed 302 
monthly reports and made 300 case 
changes,” stated Jones. "We also 
underwent an audit during the 
month and received an excellent re- 
port. We had several clients who 
had to repay claims due to their fail- 
ing to report CD's and savings ac- 
counts during the month and food 
stamp computers are now pro- 
grammed to enable us to receive 
data concerning these and other 
types of accounts from the IRS. 

Eligibility and Child Sup- 
port Unit supervisor Dianne 
Parker reported that the month of 
June brought with it some changes 
to the eligibility unit as Dixann 
King transferred back into the unit 
after Renita Marler joined the child 
support unit. The eligibility staff 
attended the SOBRA medicaid train- 
ing at Troy State University in 
June and also attended a program at 
Enterprise State Junior College on 
services they provide that might be 
of interest to clients. 

Total child support collections 
for the month totaled $41,267.03.

Area firemen return to school to become state certified 


In a continual effort to have all 
members of area volunteer fire de- 
partments become "State Certified,” 
firefighters from six local depart- 
ments have been attending firefight- 
er certification classes at the Elba 
Fire Department headquarters. 

A total of 21 firefighters repre- 
senting Zion Chapel, Elba, New 
Brockton, Goodman, Ino and Five 
Star volunteer fire departments are 
in the midst of a 160 hour course 
that requires the firefighters to at- 
tend a three hour class, two nights 
per week, 

The course is divided into four 
blocks and those attending have al- 
ready completed the blocks dealing 
with basic firefighting and the prop- 
er use of equipment. The class is 
now taking the "First Responder 
Course" and upon its comple‘ion 
will combine all learned and put it 
into practical use under staged situa- 
tions.

New machinery to save county $130,000 annually 


The recent purchase of a chip 
spreader by the Coffee County 
Highway Department is reported to 
be saving the county over $3,(XX) 
per mile in paving expense and ac- 
cording to County Engineer Mark 
Pool the machine will pay for itsel! 
after only one year of operation. 

"It would cost the county ap- 
proximately $130,000 to hire 4 
contractor to pave the miles ol 
roads we are paving this summer, 
Stated Pool, while inspecting a re- 
cent paving project, "and the ma- 
chine cost only $130,000 to begin 
with, meaning the machine will 
pay for itself the very first year and 
then save the county additional 
money each and every year it is in 
operation." 

Pool stated the highway depart- 
ment was resurfacing an average of 
four miles per day using the ma- 
chine and that the current project 
called for twenty miles of roadway 
to be resurfaced this year. 

"Our plan is to resurface every 
mile of rural roads in Coffee Coun-

ty,” added Pool, “and in years to 
come the county should be able to 
accomplish that goal with the 
equipment now owned by the coun- 
ty. 


Pool reported that Hayes Am- 
mons is the foreman on the project 
and that the twenty miles of resur- 
facing took the county only a little 
over a week. 


The board also accepted the res- 
ignation of Mrs. Jewell Padgett as 
an employee at the Elba Elementary 
School cafeteria. Ada Knight was 
transferred to full-time status to re- 
piace Mrs. Padgett, while Jean Har- 
rison was named to replace Knight 
as a parttime cafeteria employee.
